Returns compiled by 
The Milwaukee Journal from 1,110 precincts out of 2,379 .in the 
state gave: 


Lenroot 96,895; Thompson 75,923; McHenry 30,513. 
John J. JUlaine, who was supported by Senator Robert M. La 


FoJJette had cut down the lead of Roy P. Wilcox when 1,058 pre- 
cincts were heard from to a little more than 1.000 votes, and 
supporters of Blaine were confidently claiming his nomination 
for governor on the republican ticket, stating that the rural vote 
would more than overcome Wilcox's lead obtained in the voting 
of the cities. 
Returns from these 1,028 precincts which includ- 


ed 240 from MiJwa.uk.ee county gave: 


Wilcox 60,698; Blaine 59,626; with the other four candi- 


dates for the republican nomination for governor trailing far 
in the rear. Complete unofficial returns from the first congres- 
sional district show that Congressman Randall has been defeated 
by Former Congressman Henry Allen Cooper. These returns 
place Cooper's plurality over Randall at 1,292. 


At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon it was believed that John J. 


Blaine and the entire state ticket, with the possible exception of 
Adoiph Kanneberg, progressive candidate for attorney general 
will be named. 


While indications point to the nomination of Lenroot yet 


the ji'nior senator has a lead of only 17,000 with most of the 
standpat territory of the state heard from. There have been 
but few returns received from areas where Thompson is ex- 
pected to poll a big vote. If Thompson is defeated the McHenry 
vote has turned the trick. McHenry has polled 22,500 votes in 
the first 1,000 precincts reporting.

While Roy P. Wilcox of Eau Claire ran strong in Milwau- 


kee county and for a time led the field of six contestants outside 
the county, yet later returns showed John J. Blaine of Boscobel 
to be gaining in strength in the outside precincts and placed the 
race in doubt today. 


It had practically narrowed down however to a contest be- 


tween Wilcox and Blaine, the remaining four candidates being 
so far behind that political experts agreed that they had no fur- 
ther chance. 


In 731 precincts out of 2,379 in the state the vote stood: 


Wilcox 42,241; Blaine 38,193; Seaman 26,196; Dithmar 12,360; 
Hull 11,360; Tittemore 7,921. 


There were several surprises sprung in the congressional 


races.' In the third district former congressman John M. Nelson 
of Madison has been nominated over the present incumbent, 
James G. Monahan, of Darlington. 


In the seventh district Joseph W. Beck, of Viroqua has de- 


feated congressman John J. Esch, while in the fifth district, 
William H. Stafford of Milwaukee was nominated to oppose the 
socialist, Victor L. Berger. 


The lengthy ballot and the fact that a large number of wo- 


men cast their votes for the first time accounted for the slow- 
ness of the returns coming in. Only meager returns were avail- 
able on congressional races but in the fifth district, which com- 
prises Milwaukee, W. H. Stafford apparently was maintaining a 
good lead over his two opponents. The winner of this contest 
will oppose "Victor Berger, Socialist in the November elections.

•n RACTICALLY the United States government has accepted 
1 
French diplomacy. Whatever its reservations aJbout meth- 


ods, it is lined up in influence against Lloyd George, against 
British Labor, against Asquith, Grey, Cecil and Smuts. It is 
against the England of the Manchester Guardian, the Nation, 
the New Statesman, of Brailsford, Angell and Russell. It is 
against the Russia of Kropotkin, Brusilov and Gorki, of the best 
of the intellectuals and the best of the aristocracy. It is against 
the leaders of the vast cooperative associations who, 
rising 


above natural pique at their Bolshevik oppressors, have pleaded 
for free intercourse as the only road to health. Our govern- 
ment is willing to continue the blockade of goods and news in 
the service of a Russia composed of Mr. Bakhmetev and a hand- 
ful of expatriates who have never been able to get together on 
anything except the merit sof Kolchak. If by this momentous 
error our government does not help the world to another war, 
In which the western nations of Europe will be completely ex- 
hausted, it will be because we are kept from the fruits of our 
mistake by t^e genius of Lloyd George and the determination 
of Labor and Liberalism in Great Britain. 


It is an unhappy subject to talk about for one who believes 


ardently in the League of Nations and in the world influence of 
this administration, and yet it would be worse to remain silent. 
The harm done by a mere essay like Mr. Colby's statement is 
far-reaching enough, because it upholds in its effect a deadly 
Holy Alliance policy in Europe. But that is not all.

what ordinary people call a blockade. It is a slrang respect for 
words that we should fear to say so openly. As long as we sys- 
tematically refuse export licenses for what Russia most needs, 
passports, mail communications and banking facilitiesjt is mere- 
ly making sounds to say we are not conducting an embargo 
against Russia. Mr. Harding has neither courage nor inte'.li 
gence. If he had he would know how to put the administration 
in such a position on this, the most urgent issue in the world, 
that it would have to go promptly over to the liberal side or be 
kept on a continual defensive, fatal to success in November. 


Who believed that even France could, after all that has 


happened, accomplish anything so monumentally perverse as the 
recognition of Wrangcl? Yet, after all, France knows what she 
wants better than -we know what we want. If she is still fur- 
ther training Russia to militarism by throwing one remaining 
effort, after the long list from the Czecho-Slovaks to the Poles, 
she has the excuse that her government Is squarely a believer 
in force and in no other safety. What does our government be- 
lieve?
